Tha origin of many of onr Christmas 


antoms may be traced far back in time, 
ocg before the mi^btiest Cariar made the 
on quest of Britain, or St. Augustine 
re naked Christianity to Kentish men. 
fany of tbe popular practices present 


ot resemblance to the rites and cere- 


monies of P*gan worship. Thin similarity 
s accounted tor by the fact of the reten- 
ion extensively of various form*, as • 
matter of expediency, it being difficult for 
lie pioneers of Cbristianity, alter the 
onvenion of Britain, to wean their con- 
erts from cherished observances and 
eep-rooted eopers'itions, and believing 
list the sacred cause for which they 
aboreds would, by thus making it aocepta- 
>le to the,rude islanders, be effectually 
.iromoted. 
JL great portion ot the Christ- 


mas festivities are derived from praotioas 


f the Koman Saturnalia, afterwards in- 
erminftled with the ceremonies peculiar 
o tbe British Druids, at the wintar'sol- 
tioeend subsequently became incorporated 
with the grim mythology of the Saxons, 
a Eagland, two popular observances be- 
onging to Cbrimmas, are more especially 
erived from the worship of our Pagan 
noestors—the burning ot the Tale-log, 
nd the hanging of the mistletoe-bough. 
'ue burning of the Ynle-log is an ancient 
Jhrietoua ceremony transmitted from the 
Scandinavian*, who at the feast of Jnlt— 
he period of the winter-solstice—kindle 
nge fires in honor of their chief divinity, 
he potent Thor. This onptom, though 
horn of much of its pomp, glitter and 
pBgeantrv, is still a favorite one in various 
•rts of Eagland. 
In olden times—tbe feudal times—the 


'ringing in and placing of the ponderous 
og on the spacious hearth, inseparable 
rom the association with the roaring, 
olio'mz, old-fashioned fire, was the oc- 
oision lor making the old baronial hall 
eoho and re-echo with the jnyoue nhonta 
.nd the unbounded bilarity of tbe a*aem- 
iled revelry. The venerable wood was 
Irawn in triumph from its native forest, 
he wayfarer reverently saluting it, with 
uncovered heads, and its appearance hail- 
id by old and vouog as a harbinger of 
tetter feeling—for was it not to creckle 
welcome, bnrn out old fends and bitter- 
ness, and make the liquor babble in tho 
wssgail-bowls tbat were quaffed to the 
confusion of animositj? 
Yes, indeed; 


and the yule-log was worthily honored, 
and ancient bards, wilh minstrelsy and 
eoner, welcomed its promising entrance. 


Harriot, in one ol his stanzas, says: 


"With the last year's brand 
Light tbe new block," *c. 


Ha alluded to the custom of preserving 
be half burnt log, after having served its 
inrpose on Christmas eve, until the next 
anniversary, when it was used to "light 
he new block'' Its 
preservation was 


icpnUrly supposed to he an effectual es- 
lority to the house against fire. IF, 
while the log was burning, a squinting or 
a barefooted person put in en appearance, 
t was considered a very bad omen, and 
he presence of a fl it-footed woman was 
enough to fill the breasts of the merry 
makers with apprehensive feats for i 
twelvemonth. A very eeaential »ccom 
pammeut of tlie yule-log was tbe yule or 
3bristmas oudle, of monttrous size, 
ighted nightly during the festive season, 
to illume tbe bappy board. 


Ia Devonshire the yule-log takes the 


Form ot tbe "Ashton f«go>, and is brought 
A and burned amid the greatest glee and 
merriment. It is composed of a bundle 
of ash ftticke, bound together by strips or 
ioop», the number of which must be nine. 
Tbe rods having been out a few days 
jrevioup, on Christmas Ere tbe farm la- 
borers repair 
to the wood?, gigging 


and 
shouting, 
bind them 
together, 


and with one or two

drag tbe fagot, 
amid great

sng*, and deposit it on the spacious 
dearth of the old-fashioned kitchen. Then 
begins the most uproarous fun. 
Tbe 


master of the household, his family' and 
he servantf, seating themselves on catties 
»eside the fire, baninhing all the ordinary 
restraints which commonly characterize 
their relations, and on terms cf the most 
generous equality, join unreservedly in 
the protecauon oi the sports and games. 
Tbe latter consist in diving in tubs ol 
water for floating apples, springing (w 
bands secured at the back) for suspended 
oaku covered with treacle, endeavoring to 
catch them with their teeth, and jumping 
with the entire body up to the neck se- 
curely fattened in sacks. Frequent and 
liberal libations of egg-hot made of eider 
heated and mixed with eggs and spices, 
are supplied to the merry ones, it being 
an acknowledged and time-honored cniitom 
for the master of the bunse to furnish a 
fresh supply of liquor every time a charred 
brand of the Aahton fagot bursts with 
loud noiae. Daspite the freedom that ob- 
tains, it la a fact worthy of commendation 
tbat these gatherings arc ohitnf charac- 
terized by tbe observance of rigid decor 
um—instances of intoxication or disorder 
being seldom witnessed.

There tbe eve is for the little ones, 
the happiest night in the entire year, for 
they fensttheir senses on th* magnificence 
of tbe Christmas tree, and rejoice in anti- 
cipation of the possemioa of presents, 
Iruits, candies and trinkets so profusely 
displaced. The tree is arranged by tbe 
elder members of tbe lionnehold in on* of 
the principal roomt, and"'tho children sre 
huddled, in breathless expectation, in an 
adjoining loam. When all is ready, a aig- 
nal ie given, the door is opened, and the 
eager|liltle ones, tbeir bright eyes radiant, 
tbeir little months opened, and smiles dot- 
ting their pretty faces with dimples, rush 
in delighted. After tbe gifts and the or- 
naments have hung a proper time, they 
are distributed to the, happy juveniles, 
and tbe entertainment progresses and con- 
iludes much'in tbe same manner as with 
is. 


In CaUbria, in Italy, during the lust 


da>s preceding Christmas, it is still a cus- 
tom for the peasant minstrels to descend 
from the mountains to Roma and to Na- 
ples, saluting the shrines of the Virgin 
Mary with Ibeir rude music, conceiving 
the idea that thus they cheer her till the 
birth of her infant on Christmas day. 


IN SWEDEN 


there is a tradition that at the festival of 
Christmas tha men living in the cold 
northern parts are suddenly and mjeteri- 
ously changed into wolvep, and, meeting 
together by appoinlmenfin vast numbers, 
during tbe night, they wat rjpon man- 
kind and the gentler brutes with fiercer 
rapidity than a respectable and regular 
wolf. As this is not a pleasant theme, let

the B >y-Bishop was held; doubtless origi- 
nating in the deeire to furnuh amuse- 
ments to tbe children educated iu tha 
Monasteries, end emploj ed in tha choirs 
of churches. 
The bcy-bUbop was elected 


on St. Nicholas' Day, and heldcffice among 
tbe children till Holy Innocent's Day. 
"After his election," ears Brand, "being 
completely apparelled ia the Episcopal 
Ve.tment, with mitre and crosier, be bora 
tbe tit In and etate of & Bishop, end exacted 
ceremonial observance from bia follower?, 
who wer* draped like Prietts." Oa Holy 
Innocent's Eve, tbe boy bishop, with other 
children of the cboir, read prayers in the 
church; the service uted on that occasion 
is printed in the Sirum Processional 1S66. 


Santa Clause becams the patron Saint 


of children, recording to an old legend. 
this wise: "The fame of Sr, Nicholas' 
virtues were so great that an Asiatic gen- 
tleman, oa sending bis two sons to Athena 
for education, ordered tbem to caU on the 
Bishop for his benediction, and they, get- 
ting to Myra late in the day. thought 
proper to defer their visit until tho mor- 
row, and took op their lodgings at an inn. 
wbere tho landlord, to secure their bag- 
gage and cffdcts to himeelf, mnrce-od, 
them in their sleep, and then cut them 
into pieces, salting them and putting 
them into a pickling tub with some cork, 
which wen there already, meaning to sell 
the whole as fuc'o. 
The bishop (St. 


Nichols*), however, having bad a vition of 
this impious transaction, immediately re- 
sorted to the inn, end calling the boat to 
him, 
reproached Lim for hu horrid vil- 


lUny. Tbo man perceiving that he was 
discovered, confessed bis ctime, and en- 
treated the bishop to intercede on his be- 
half to the Almighty for his pardon, who 
being moved with compassion at bis con- 
trite behavior, confession and thorough re- 
potence, besought Almighty Oud not only 
to pardon the, murderer, but also for the 
glory of His name to restore life to tbe 
poor innocents who had been so inhuman- 
ly put to death. The feint bad hardly 
finieked the prayer when the mangled and 
detm bed portions of the two youths wero. 
by Divine power, reunited, and perceiv- 
ing tbemtelves alive, threw themselves at 
the feet of the boly man to kiss snd em- 
brace them," etc, etc.

and w.n probably for this reason the 
«aint of Hollanders who cave to Ibis coun- 
try.

zen, whose necessities had driven him to 
an intention of selling their virtnr; and. 
this be effected by throwing a purse fillfd 
wilh money, privately at night, in at the 
father'* bed-rocm •window, to tneblehim 
to portion them out honestly."

served in Italy," eays Brand, " on St. 
Nicholas' day, wherein persons hide 
irescnts in tbe ehccs and slippers of those 
.hey do honor to, in ench manner as may 
surprise them on tbe morrow when they 
come to drene. This, it is reported, is done 
n honor of St NicuoUr, who used ia th* 
night time to throw purses in at the wiu- 
flows of poor maids to be marriage por- 
:ions for tbem. In several convents i1?. 
France it in customary, on tbe eve of St.

ailk stocking (it the door of the apartment
